Lisa Jacobsen, a student from Sweden, is 
studying in one of Kenji (Muga Takewaki)'s 
classes and when she learns that his father is 
Hideo Yoshino (KanzaburS Nakamura), the fa- 
mous poet, she is very anxious to meet him. 

Yoshino writes of love in many forms— that of 
young people, man and wife, parents and child- 
ren, brothers and sisters, and love among friends. 

Yoshino’s first marriage with Halsuko (Kaoru 
Yachigusa) had been ideal and they were blessed 
with three children, Motoko (Sanae Kitabayashi), 
Kflichi (Katsuo Nakamura), and Kenji. These 
were also fruitful years for Yoshino as a poet. 
They were poor but Hatsuko always managed 
to make both ends meet and home was happy 
and filled with laughter. 

With Hatsuko's death and the aftermath of 
World War II, Yoshino had been too busy looking 
after his brood to write. It was only after his 
marriage to Tomiko (Shima Iwashita). who had 
come first as a housekeeper, that any semblance 
of peace had returned to him. 

Motoko is now married but does not come 
home. Fiercely loyal to the memory of her gentle 
mother, she had always repulsed any overtures 
from Tomiko. K6ichi, with only one lung, is 
still in a sanatorium. Kenji is the only one living 
at home. But the house is very quiet and there 
is no laughter. 

Tomiko proves a good wife to Yoshino. She 
understands him and he comes and goes as he 
pleases, taking trips when the mood seizes him. 
To Tomiko's relief, Kflichi and Kenji like her, but 
both have an inferiority complex where their 
father is concerned. 

Both sons live in the shadow of their father's 
greatness, although they try hard to be worthy 
of him. Finally, on his deathbed, Yoshino is 
reconciled with his sons and leaves one last 
beautiful poem to posterity.

In a confrontation Takimura kills Rose, his 
own countryman, a pawn of American industry 
that craves profit through selling arms and 
munitions to any and all takers. 

On meeting Saori he is shot by American Intel- 
ligence. 

Saori can never forget the agony in his face 
during his last moment — the agony of a man who 
had failed to find his homeland.

When the lord becomes 
madly infatuated with the girl, he takes her as a 
mistress by force. The artist is told that if he 
wishes his daughter back, he must paint pictures 
of paradise. 

He tries, but he can paint only what he sees, 
and all is misery, horror, and suffering of the 
people. 

Finally, the artist strikes a bargain to paint a 
picture of hell, on condition that if it pleases the 
lord, the girl will be returned. The artist asks 
the lord to burn a real carriage for him, the sug- 
gestion being that the lord is in it when it is set 
□fire. 

The lord agrees; but the artist's daughter is 
chained to the seat. The lord now demands he 
apologize for his insults or the fire will be started. 
But believing that his adversary's desire for his 
child is so great that he will not let her die, the 
artist refuses. 

He watches with abject horror as his daughter 
is consumed in flames. Now he realizes that heli 
is here, on earth. He completes the picture, then 
hangs himself. 

When the lord sees the painting, the flaming 
carriage, with himself in it— damned to an eternity 
of hell for all his evil acts— he goes mad and, in his 
demented mind, is, in fact, consumed.

To bring the people along the way under 
control, Tozan Army Staff Chief Aragaki (Shigeru 
Koyama) has given the Troop right to reduce land 
taxes to half. On hearing the next stop is Sawan- 
do, Gonzd {Toshird Mifune), a farmer's son, 
volunteers to accomplish the mission alone, 
claiming the village is his birthplace. His wish 
granted, Gonz6 rides into Sawando, proudly 
wearing his mark of authority — a scarlet headdress 
resembling a lion's mane. 

The village is controlled by a ruthless magistrate 
(YOnosuke It6) and a gambler named Komatora 
(Tokue Hanazawa), the people opressed, many 
forced to sell their daughters into prostitution to 
pay unjust taxes, and Gonz6 begins a campaign 
of liberation. 

Men of the Tokugawa Shogunate, disguised 
and calling themselves Mobile Unit One, are 
laying plans for an attack on the Imperial Army. 
With the Magistrate and Komatora under their 
control, they persuade Hanzo (Etsushi Taka- 
hashi), one of the gambler's hired swordsmen, to 
confront Gonzd. 

Tozan Route Army Headquarters, lacking suffi- 
cient war funds and through envy stemming from 
increasing popularity of the Sekihd Troop, rescinds 
the order to reduce the land tax, accuses the Troop 
of being imposters and executes the commander. 

The Army’s main force arrives in the village, and 
Mobile Unit One is destroyed. Hanzd and his 
wife die. 

His Dreams shattered, alone and embittered, 
Gonzd attacks the entire army.

In 1929 — the Japanese Air Force is still in its 
infancy. Lieutenant Katd (Makoto Sat6), in- 
structor at the Tokorozawa Flying Academy, has 
two promising young pilots. Second Lieutenant 
Kihara (Sei Hiraizumi), who graduated from the 
Army Academy with an excellent record, is trans- 
ferred to the Air Force at his own request— a 
course similar to that taken by Kat6 himself.

Eishun (Jun Fujimaki) is a Chinese officer study- 
ing aviation in Japan. The three become close 
friends, but a few years later, war breaks out be- 
tween Japan and China. 

In 1937, Katfl is in northern China as com- 
mander of a fighter squadron and paints a red 
eagle on the fuselage of his fighter each time he 
shoots down an enemy plane. 

Kihara is also helping Commander Katd, but 
one day he is attacked by an enemy fighter with 
the marks of a dragon on its fuselage, and dies. 
Katfl learns that the enemy fighter pilot is none 
other than Chfl Eishun. Katfl challenges him to 
an air duel and shoots him down. But the flam- 
ing plane is deeply etched in his mind. 

Appointed as instructor at the Tokorozawa Air 
Regiment, Katfl visits the families of his men who 
had been killed in action. 

Second Lieutenant Ando (Kfljirfl Hongfl) is 
worried that Mrs. Katfl (Shiho Fujimura) will have 
no time to see her husband. She goes to the late 
Lieutenant Kihara's family where her husband is 
expected. Katfl scolds her bitterly. But Kihara's 
father suggests that, to be a good commander, 
tenderness is of greater worth than severity. 

Katfl introduces Andfl to a girl named Keiko 
(Yoko Namikawa), and they fall in love. Then 
Andfl is ordered to the front. 

In his dreams, Katfl often sees the flames 
engulfing Chfl Eishun. And when he tells his 
wife about it, she sees for the first time the bruise 
on his heart. 

At the start of the Pacific War, Falcon fighters 
are in action at the front and Takeo Katfl dies 
above the Bay of Bengal on May 22, 1 942.

Overjoyed with the 
promise of winning the Princess, Magoichi joins 
Lord Nobunaga’s army and distinguishes himseif, 
but finally discovers that he had been fooled. 

In a black rage, Magoichi turns against Nobu- 
naga and promises the priest-warriors of Hongan- 
ji Temple to help them. In those days, the temples 
had an almost fanatical influence over the people. 
They stand in Nobunaga’s way in controlling 
the country and he decides to destroy the Hon- 
ganji to prove that he is more powerful than 
priests. 

To Magoichi, helping the priests means getting 
even with Nobunaga. Moreover, he finds the 
very girl he had been seeking. She is Komichi 
(Komaki Kurihara). sister of Priest Shinshfi (Kfljiro 
Hongo) of the Honganji Temple. Magoichi's 
struggle continues until the day Nobunaga is 
killed by Mitsuhide Akechi, his own vassal, at 
Honndji Temple.

He is seriously injured, but this 
thrills her, Death is the only way to make him 
hers. Ishidd begs her to forget about Akizuki and 
love only him. But her desire is too great for her 
to bo satisfied with one man. She hungers for 
fresh excitment and wild pleasure, like a vixen in 
the wood. 

After Ishidd leaves, she falls asleep in her bath, 
and leakage of gas ends a life of passion and in- 
fidelity.

In the last century, Japan experienced many 
assassinations, the Sakurada Gate Incident as- 
sassination of Home Minister Toshimichi Okubo, 
attack on Foreign Minister Shigenobu Okuma, 
etc, And then, in 1932, the famous "Ketsumei 
Group Incident" happened. . . 

Tadashi Onuma (Shinichi Chiba) was born in a 
small country town. He was head of his class 
through 6 years of elementary school, wanted 
to go to a higher school, but was prevented by 
the death of his father. 

When 1 8, he starts to work in Tokyo for Ochiai 
(Asao Koike), sponge-cake maker. Ochiai builds 
a new factory, but he becomes bankrupt and 
Onuma, who has tuberculosis, goes home. 

At a clinic he meets Tamiko (Yukie Kagawa), 
daughter of a poor farmer, also suffering from lung 
trouble and makes love to her by the seaside. 
Several days later she dies. Desperate, Onuma 
decides to drown himself and enters the sea, but 
finds himself chanting a Buddhist prayer. 

His friends introduce him to Nissh6 Inoue 
(Chiezfi Kataoka), a Buddhist priest and Onuma 
is allowed to live with him. 

Small farmers are starving and many merchants 
have to close down while big business profits 
enormously. NisshS intends to reform Japan by 
felling the Zaibatsu, senior statesmen and corrupt 
political parties. Young naval officers and civil- 
ians gather around him and Lt. Fuji! (Jir6 Tamiya) 
insists that every member kill a man, Nisshb 
agrees to Fujii's plans and in 1931 goes to 
Tokyo to carry out the assassination plot But the 
government uncovers their design. Onuma is 
deeply disappointed and steeps himself in drink. 
Finally NisshS orders him to shoot Finance Min- 
ister Junnosuke Inoue and hands him a revolver. 
After testing the gun at the seashore, he returns 
to Tokyo, kills the Finance Minister at a meeting 
on Feb. 9, 1932 and is sentenced to death.

The Matsuki 
gang raids the Oba gang at midnight and both 
sides are arrested. The following day Oba is re- 
leased from jail with the help of Kan6 who 
hands him 100 million yen and tells him to wash 
his hands of the matter. But Kijima cannot 
understand this because of the heavy sacrifices 
they have made. When Kijima leaves Oba is 
attacked by Kan6 and Takegami's men. And 
when Hiroko is run down by their car in front of 
Kijima, he swears to avenge her and rushes to 
Kano's villa.

For Taichirfl angrily connects Yflji with all the 
other militant students wreaking havoc in the 
universities. 

Yflji's misgivings about life deepen. Fortu- 
nately, he meets Katsuyuki Shinoda (Hideki 
Takahashi), a childhood friend, who works on a 
whaling vessel. At grips with life itself, Katsuyuki 
has all the confidence of a truly sturdy and stal- 
wart young man brimming over with vitality. So 
Yflji decides to join him and rediscover a meaning 
in life. 

But finding sidework on a whaler is not so easy 
and Ogaki (Tomoo Nagai), a veteran harpooner. 
curtly turns him down, saying that whaling is not 
a pleasure trip for rioting Zengakuren students. 
But finally, deeply touched by Ybji's earnestness, 
Ogaki reluctantly agrees to take him with them. 

Y6ji finds shipmates in former miners, office 
workers, farmers, even a hoodlum who earns 
money to spend at brothels. Rules are very 
strict, for even one slight slip-up may jeopardize 
the safety of the entire ship. 

For a long time, it seems like a living hell, but 
with patience and courage, he begins to learn the 
ropes. And the day they sight their first whale, 
Y6ji comes into his own and finds the real 
meaning of life.
